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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: Synchronization includes both a speed 
component and a phase component of the master and slave components. The claim 
omits the establishment of a speed relationship between the master and slave 
component. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chapman et al. 

Chapman et al. Discloses a method (Fig. 7-8), for operating a conveyor drive 
(column 8, lines 63 and 64), press station position signal (Fig. 9, line 1), providing the 
signal to a motor controller (column 8, lines 7-60), determining and applying a drive 
profile (column 8, line 27), amplitude of parameters (column 7, lines 47-62), 
acceleration, deceleration and braking (inherent to achieve +/- one inch of column 7, 
line 62), another position signal (S1 and S2), providing another signal to the drive 
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controller (column 8, line 7 to 60), angular position signal (S1 and S2 are located on a 
curved path where position can be expressed by an angle).
